How the Papers ot the State Stand for 


Lieutenant Governor. 


In a letter from Boston a special re- 


porter of the Springfield Republican writ- 
ing on the Lieut-Governorship contest 
says: 


One of the pertinent questions is wheth- 


er the press is for Crane or Winslow. The 
Boston daily papers have been slow in 
identifying themselves. When the Wins- 
low broadside came out the Transcript 
(Boston) criticised it so pointedly that it 
would be iair to call it a Crane paper, but 
a later article preserves more of equipoise 
between tbe rivals. Except theRecordand 
n weekly paper of tbe colored people, no 
other paper has come out for Crane, while 
the only Boston papers for Winslow are 
tue Saturday Evening Gazette and the 
South Bostou News. So tbe metropolitan 
press is not pronounced either way. But 
most of the papers in the state have taken 
a position, the list wbica is neutral being 
materially shorter than that In Crane's 
favor.

Text Books and Grade Numbering. 


The regular meeting of the school 


board was held Friday evening and con- 
siderable business was done. 
It was 


voted to introduce book one of South- 
worth's essentials of arithmetic into the 
third, fourth and fifth grades and book 
two into the sixth, seventh and eighth 
grades. 
The introductions of the new 


Franklin arithmetics, book second, into 
the upper grades was left with the discre- 
tion of Superintendent Hall.

In order to make the manner of grading

The lower rooms will be num- 
bered, one, two, three and four; the fifth 
year will be 5 A and 5 B; the sixth year, 
6 A and 6 B; the seventh year, seven; the 
eighth year, S A and S B; the ninth year, 
9 A and 0 B. The high school will be 
numbered 10, 11, 12 and 13, according to 
years, Instead of A, B, C, D, as formerly.

The regular meeting of the board o 


public works was held Friday afternoon 
and nothing was transacted, save the rou - 
tine work. The sewer question assumed its 
usual share of the attention, hov. ever. Tho 
work of laying the surface sewer fj>- 
the Washington avenue district \\ill 
hp commenced the first part of next week 
aad will bs completed in aboul one month 
Tbe Union street domestic sewer is ben"/ 
laid but with much delay, caused by the 
Large rocks which have been unearthed. 
The sewer will be carried as far as the 
new street which runs almost parallel 
with Union street nearby tbe top of the 
hill. The tenement houses being built 011 
the new street by Gallup and Hongliton 
will be connected with ths new sewer. 


There are not a few persons in town 


who are prone to treat the talk aboBt tbe 
macadamized roads, which have been 
promised, with considerable levity but the 
board of public works gives the assurance 
that the roads are to be laid, and that too 
this fall. Contractors have been over the 
road at Greylock which is to be macada- 
mized and the work will soon be com- 
menced. When once started it will require 
about a month to macadamize the road 
from the bridge in Greylock to tlie junc« 
tion of streets in Braytonville. Church 
street will receive attention when the 
new walks are laid but probably only the 
stretch from the monument to the foot of 
the Pleasant street hill will be macada* 
inized this year. 


The request of the Williamstown select- 


men to have hydrants attached to tbe 
Broad Brook service in Williamstown, 
whereby the town may have the water for 
fire protection, was not given much 
thought as Superintendent Hodge was 
unable to attend tbe meeting. 
The mat- 


ter will be decided upon at t£e regular 
meeting Monday afternoon.

Arc you living on a salary or on 


wagfs? How is it going to help you to 
clwiease the.valuo of the dollar by nearly 
one-half? Yon will huvo to pay double 
for everything you buy. 
The same 


amount of money vrill go only half as 
far as now. Hence you will be cheated 
out of half your income, unless the sil- 
veritcK can double your salary or wages. 
Do you really expect any such increase? 
Has there been any precedent for a sud- 
den advance in wages so enormous, and 
where and when was it? Do you imag- 
ine for a moment that if your salary is 
now $500 a year, or your daily wages 
give yon that yearly income, your em- 
ployer U going to put them up to $1,000 
if Bryan is elected and his silver policy 
established?

•which Bryan and his fellow political 
speculators seek to Biirromid it It offers 
a very simple question for every man to 
settle for himself by the application of 
common sense merely. A profound 
knowledge ot finance is not necessary to 
solve that problem. If ycni know enough 
to know the worth of a dollar you are 
competent to decide the question for 
yoursolf. —Exchange.

Facts an to Silver and Price*. 


When free coinage advocates proclaim 


that the demonetization of silver in 
1813 "has made prices go down ever 
since," they ignore these facts: 


Xlie prices of farm products fell much 


moru iu the eight years before 1813 
than in tho eight years following that 
date. 


In 1865 wheat was worth $1.95, corn 


91.81, cotton 7.6 cents. In 1873 these 
staples were worth respectively $1.81, 
62 and 18 cents. The mints were open 
to silver during all this time, but few 
dollars were coined and none circulated. 


The year 
after "demonetization" 


wheat rose from $1.81 to (1.43, corn 
advanced from 63 to 72 cents, beef 
nearly 1 cent and all othei farm pro- 
ducts, except cotton, in proportion. 
Wheat did not go below (1.07 until 
1884, nor cotton below 10 cents nntil 
1886, recovering to that figure in 1890 
and 1891. 


Those who attribute the fall in prices 


to the dropping from the coinage of a 
noucirculatiug dollar ignore these facts. 
Thoy likewise leave out of the question 
tho factors that really settle it—the 
enormously increased production both 
here and in other lands, and the great 
decrease in the cost of production and 
of transportation.—New York World.

Free Silver Would Not Give the Cocmtry 


More Monej* 


The candidate of the silverites and 


Ponulists in a recent speech represented 
the advocates of sound money as being 
opposed to nu increase iu the currency 
and declared that ' 'any man who ob- 
jects to too much money ought t6 vote 
the Republican ticket." 


This attempt to put the opponents of 


free coinage in the position of objecting 
to too much money is unfair and with- 
out any foundation in fact. No believer 
in 100 cent dollars has ever said that 
we would have too much money under 
free silver. Nor has any one who con- 
demns the 16 to 1 theory ever declared 
that more money is unnecessary. On 
the contrary, the chief objection which 
has always been made to the proposal 
for free and unlimited coinage is that 
under that system the country wonld 
have a great deal less money than it 
has iiow. That such would be the case 
has been proved over ami over again, 
both by our past experience and by the 
small volume of money in all silver 
standard countries. The silverites may 
not be convinced that our $600,000,000 
of golu would be forced out of circula- 
tion under free coinage of eilvert but 
they must admit that the positive con- 
viction that it would be is the mam 
reason given by the defenders of the 
gold standard. To say that the men 
who are warning the country against 
free silver contraction are opposed to 
niove money is as silly as it is nntrne. 


Believers in our present standard of 


values are agreed in holding that more 
money is needed and that the senseless 
clamor for OS cent dollars is now depriv- 
ing us of money that would otherwise 
bo Kent here for investment. They know 
that tho world's production of gold is 
steadily iucreAsing and that if we con- 
tinue to coin all of that metal which is 
brought to our mints and aa much sil- 
ver as can be kept on a par with 
gold there will be no lack of money. 
But to secure this result it must be 
thoroughly understood that our financial 
system will remain on the gold basis.

Will Frco Sliver Give* Better Time* to the 


Workmen? 


Those workingmen who hnve been 


1 deluded into supporting the 16 to 1 
scheme by the pretense that it is a re- 
form in the interest of the masses will 
quickly be undeceived should the couu- 
try foolishly decide for ^he 50 cent dol- 
lur. 
Because a new doctrine is labeled 


"lleform" is no reason, why the people 
should favor it. There are lots of bogus 
reforms and sham reformers and of 
these aie tho free coinage of silver and 
the men who are promising that it will 
improve the condition of the people. 


From now until Nov. 8 the Ameri- 


can, workers should insist on getting a 
definite statement as to how the alleged 
improvement iu their condition is to be 
brought about. If they aro idle let them 
ask: "How will free coinage give me 
employment? How will it make more 
jobs? You tell me it will do these 
things, but what I want to know is in 
what, way will the change be brought 
about?" 


The worker who is now employed 


should ask: "How will J get more 
wages? You say that prices will go up, 
and I believe yon, for it is easy to see 
that if measured by a 50 cent dollar 
prices will be doubled. But so long as 
there are large numbers of idle workers 
who want a job at almost any wages, 
how can I hope to get increased pay? 
Free silver will not build more factories 
or open up new opportunities for labor. 
Then how can it possibly help ine?" 


The present contest is not a fight be- 


tween the masses and the classes. It is 
a movement having its origin with a 
small class of silver producers who are 
shouting "reform" as a catchword for 
votes. It will never be successful if in- 
stead of blindly accepting the promises 
of more work and "higher wages the 
people will insist on having some proof 
that what the silver shouters say is true. 


The Democratic Ratio.

i Democratic rule for fixing the coinage 
ratio of gold and silver was laid down 
by Thomas Jefferson in these words: 


"The proportion between the values 


of gold and silver is a mercantile prob- 
lem altogether. Just principles will 


; lead us to disregard tho legal proposi- 


tion, to inquire into the market price of 
gold in the several countries with which 
we shall probably be connected in com- 
merce and take an average from them." 


There never was a day from 1793 


down to its exit from power in 1861 
when the Democratic party did not 
unanimously accept .Jefferson's rules 
and did not follow them in ita coinage 
laws. They were reafflrmed,in the na- 
tional conventions of 1876 and 1893.

Boring a Coral Bcefc 


Funafuti island, duo north of the Fiji 
islands in the Pacific ocean, Is just now 
an object of Interest to geologists because 
of researches into the nature of the Island's 
formation. Funafuti island is a typical 
atoll, being mostly submerged on the west- 
ern side, with a long strip on the eastern 
side above water. It is about 15 miles in 
circumference and 7 miles In its largest 
diameter. 


About six years ago a committee was 


formed by the British association to super- 
Intend the borinjt and sounding of a coral 
reef so as to determine as much as possible 
the character of the formation. The chief 
in charge of the expedition is Professor 
Sollas, secretary of the original committee. 
The main feature of the expedition is to 
learn so far as possible the structure of a 
coral reef, and with good luck It Is hoped 
to get down TOO feet into the island's for- 
mation. The explorers are Instructed to 
bring back a core in « pile of the drills' 
dust that will show in proper ratio how 
much of the Island has been formed by liv- 
ing coral growing on coral, how much by 
coral debris GM how much by other for- 
mation—New York Sun. 


Amtlqnlty of Burned Wood Decoration. 
It would be impossible to state positively 


when this art was first practiced;. Burned 
panels have been found in various part* of 
Europe, eot Into ancient furniture, chim- 
ney pieces and wainscoting. In the imise- 
ams of Kuropc there are marriage chests, 
rotters and panels, dating from the fifteenth 
ientnry or thereabout, upon which a 
species of low relief woodwork, not nnlike 
the so called fret saw work of today, has 
been applied or chiseled out, the flat sur- 
face being richly ornamented with fine 
traceries unmistakably burned with heated 
points. Some years ago a New; York artist, 
while wandering through the seashore vil- 
lages of Vales, found in a peasant's hut a 
rare panel of burned woodwork of the Ital- 
ian renaissance (about the fifteenth cen- 
tury). The fishermen hod found it on the 
beach, where it had drifted from some 
wreck. In the sacristy of the little oc- 
tagonal church of Sant' Ercolano at Peru- 
gia are some ancient chests which were 
quaintly decorated with hot irons some 400 
years ago.—J. William Focdiok in Cen- 
tury.

The Animal Wa» Reared on » Bottle, n>4 


Mw Beat Waa Not Difficult. 


In the North sea lives a whale that has 


Bo equal in the water* of any other oeean, 
according to the doubtless veracious yarn 
epnn by Captain Black, who is just back 
from Pop Off island, Alaska, where he is 
connected with the customs department at 
Band Point This whale, whose name, 
Bulshoy, in the Aleut tongue, means big 
in bone and large of Mil, was captured 
when a calf, in the spring of 1804. It was 
then IS months old and about46 feet long. 
It was corralled in Pirate CSve bay, the 
entrance to which Is not more than 100 
feet wide, across which a strong wire nat 
was stretched by John C. Whiley, the store- 
keeper at the island. 


Whtley and his native servant, Eftehu, 


made an attempt to feed Bulshoy and were 
successful 
Whiley rigged up a walrus 


bladder, to which he attached six or seven 
feet of garden hose. Four or five gallons 
of cow's milk wore poured into the walrca 
bladder bottle, and Whtley and Efteha 
paddled alongside of the pup m n bldarka, 
or native canoe. By dint of coaxing, the 
Indian persuaded Bntohfy to take to the 
bottle, and when the men started for the 
shore the whale followed, and from that 
time on was reauy to go wherever the boat 
went. Tor tho next six weeks he was fed 
twice a day, until at lost the mammal 
would come when called from any part of 
the bay and could be handled with Im- 
punity. While the training was going on 
Whiley had made a set of harness for his 
pet and announced that he was going to 
drive him to San Francisco. Friday, Sept. 
SO, 1865, for the first time probably in the 
history of the world a 1-yeor-old 85 foot 
whale was successfully put In harness. 


When Whiloy and Eftehn, after hitching 


up the new boat puller, started for the 
shore, Bulshoy, as usual, started the bl- 
darha, and in doing so made the discovery 
that everything was not as it should be. 
Then he reared and plunged at a lively 
rate, lashing out with hi§ tail until the 
water boiled in his efforts to free himself. 
But the harness held, and there was no' 
shake off to it. For two whole days Bnl- 
shoy bucked and refused to come at the 
call of Whiley or the Aleut. Hunger, how- 
ever, brought him to his bottle, and on the 
third day, as the Indian was out on the 
bay in his bidarka, Bulshoy came meekly 
alongside and begged for his much delayed 
breakfast, which was given htm. 


From that day on Bulshoy was trac- 
table, and Whiley couM*nnl on the guy 
ropes or rein* attached Wthe harness with- 
out the whale standing on his head and 
disappearing. 


Out. 1,1895, Whiley and Kteha took the 


longboat belonging to the station, and at- 
taching a towllne to the harness band, 
just In front of the fore flipper, began a 
cruise around the bay. In a surprisingly 
short time Bulshoy would poll tho boat in 
any direction desired. 


May SI of this year Whiley and his Aleut 


took the nat (ram the mouth of the hay, 
and according to a prearranged pro- 
gramme, struck out Into the deep water 
for Oocga Island, 16 miles away. This 
voyage, the first of Its kind since the crea- 
tion of the world, was made without a 
mishap. They afterward made a voyage 
from Pop Off to Karluk island and from 
there will drive Bulshoy south by easy 
stages.—Portland (Or.) Letter in St Louis 
Globe-Democrat

LI HUNG'S RECEPTION. 


A Grand Welcome Extended Chlaa's 


Great MM la New York. 


Li Hung Chang has a remarkable 


faculty for remembering faces. He 
also has a remarkable habit of asking 
pertinent questions. Among the party 
who went down the bay to meet him 
yesterdny was Gen. Joseph H. Wilson. 
It was many years since the two men 
had met. "Your moustache was blaak 
when I saw you last," said Li, "tnd 
now it is gray. How is that?" "That 
was a good many years ago," said the 
general. "Ah! so it was," said Li, and 
then followed his usual questions: 
"How old are you?" "Where do you 
live?" "What's your income?" eto. 
The viceroy asked for John W. Foster, 
aad when told he was not aboard ha 
asked for John Russell Young, who, ha 
was tolil would meet him in Philadel- 
phia. This seemed to please him. Mr. 
Roekhlll of the state department, who 
speaks the Chinese language, had a 
long fiiendly talk with the viceroy 
and it so pleased him thr.t he insisted 
upon Mr. Eockhill occupying a seat in 
his carriage on the way to the Wal- 
dorf. Li was much absorbed in his 
conversation with Mr. Rockhill. 


Won Id Not Submit t. Interruption. 


Gen. Wilson sat next to them on tha 


sofa and was talking to the interpre- 
ter. This seemed to annoy Li, and 
he rapped the general on the knee as 
an indication that he did not care to 
have him disturb his conversation 
with 11 r. Rockhill. Col. John J. Mo- 
Cook, brother of Gen. McCook, was 
among the party presented to the 
great Chinaman. 
Col. McCook had 


met Li only oace in Moscow, but the 
Oriental statesman remembered him 
and greeted him with: "My Moscow 
friend." 


Askoa About the Froildeot. 


Whan Gen. Sugar, with the gold 


laoa en his uniform glittering, board- 
ed the St. Louis fro-a the Dolphin's 
laanch at Quarantine, Li was in tha 
smeking room. 
Wheu Gen. Eager 


and his aides were ushered into the 
smoking room he walked np to Li. 
He, was presented ta him by Mr. 
Wright, vice-president of the Ameri- 
can Line Steamship company, who had 
made the trip across with him. "I am 
here to represent tha president of the 
United States,"said Gen. Ruger, "and 
I welcome you in his behalf." Where- 
upon, through his interpreter, Li an- 
swered that he was very thankful for 
his kind reception. Other men pres- 
ent 
ware presented 
to Li. The 


Chinese statesmen continued to re- 
ceive them standing. "When will his 
excellency, the president, be in New 
York?" asked Li. "The expectation 
is," returned Gen. Ruger, "that he 
will be here to-morrow to receive 
you." "Where will the president re- 
Bide while he is in New York?'' asked 
Li. quietly. Li knows that the official 
re-., leuee of the president is in Wash- 
ington 
"Tell him," said Gen. Ruger 


to the'nterpreter, "that we will give 
him th<; particulars later in tha day." 
This did not appsar to satisfy the in- 
quisitive 
old 
Chinaman, 
but 
he 


dropped the subject. 


Ll'e Lttllo Jeko. 


Li seemed anxious te know just who 


Gen. Ruger was. When ha learned, 
he asked if ha was a retired or active 
officer. Wheu he secured his informa- 
tion, ha said: "The retired officers, I 
suppose, become wealthy: tha active 
ones become patriotic. How eld are 
you?" he said, addressing Gen. Rnger. 
"About 69," replied the 
general, 


slightly blushing. "Yon look younger; 
how ib that?" "Goad 
habits 
and 


plenty of sleep," said tha general 
"You do not look 75 years of age." 
At this remark Li broke into a hearty 
laugh and a pleated expression crept 
over his face. All the way up the bay 
the viceroy kept firing his pointed 
questions at all who attempted con- 
versation with him, much to the 
amusement of the graup around him. 
Li had a comparatively pleasant trip 
aoross the oeaan. He remained in his 
stateroom most of the time, but found 
time eaoh afternoon to mingle with 
some of the passengers. Ho 
was 


greatly liked aboard. He attended a 
concert, given aboard ship and at its 
conclusion presented fhategraphs oi 
himsel to the Abbott sisters, who ware 
amour the «ut*rtaininy artists. A 
Miss Bossie Gattle, who recited, also 
attracted Li's attention and to her he 
gave a silver medal. On the way over 
Li said he was simply coming to a 
friendly country on a friendly mission. 


•1 he Keeeptlon rieued Him. 


When the St. Louis was made fast 


to her dock and Li saw the vast crowd 
gathered to see him, tha decoration! 
and the cavalry «t>cort in waiting the 
distiug-uislied visitor's ayes twinkled 
with pleasure. Although a passage to 
the carriage had .been roped off the 
police had great difficulty in keeping 
.Jhe crowd back as Li, on, the arm oi 


Gen. Roger, advanced and took a seat 
in the carriage. Lord Li, the viceroy'* 
adopted son, the Chinase minister to 
Washington and Mr. Rookhill occu- 
pied the front seat.in the carriage. 
The procession up Broadway from the 
Battery to the Waldorf hotel was un- 
interrupted by any unusual incident 
until Nineteenth street and Fifth ave- 
nue was reached. There a little raga- 
muffin threw a dried lemon peel at the 
ambassador's carriage 
It made a 


curve iq the air and Gen. Ruger and Li 
had to Dodge to escape being hit by it. 
There w>s an immense crowd in Thirty- 
third street and Fifth avanue as the 
carriage drew up to the hotel entrance. 


Meet! ex-Seeretarj Foltcr. 


As Li Hung Chang was about to 


enteV the Waldorf, ha saw stand- 
ing- on the steps Hon. John W. Foster, 
ex-secretary of 
state. They shook 


hands very warmly. Mr. Foster, it 
will be remembered, aated as adviser 
to the famous Chinaman during tha 
negotiations for peace between China 
and Japan iojthe late war. The vice- 
roy did not register. Accompanied by 
Mr. Booster, Mr. Hockhill, assistant 
secretary of state, and Gen. Roger, he 
ascended to his apartments, which 
embrace the entire first floor. Tha 
sleeping apartments are on the corner 
of 
Fifth avenue and 
Thirty-third 


street. The distinguished Chinaman 
was left alone for a few moments. 
Later'he.gave audience in tha banquet 
hall to the hundred or more silken- 
robed Chinese merchants of New York. 


Chlueie JTlng Over Cltjr Hall. 


Mayor Strong issued a- proclamation 


ordering the Chinese flag to be dis- 
played upon tha city hall during the 
stay of Li Hung Chang In tiia city. 
When the janitor received orders to 
hoist the flag ha was in a quandary, 
for he discovered that the city was not 
in possession of a Chinese flag. A call 
was made on the Chinese consul to 
borrow one, but he did not have one 
to spare. After much hustling a big 
one was finally secured from a Mott 
B tree t Chinese club, and fer the first 
time the dragon of China now floats 
over New York's city hall.
